MENTS 

The following is the explanatory note on the amend- 
ments proposed in Notification No. CWR(l)/72, dated 
1st March 1972. This note is intended only to clarify 
the intention of the Council underlying these amendments 
and should not be construed as limiting or amplifying, 
the scope of these amendments in any manner whatsoever,. 

Regulation 7 provides that the Annual Membershipi 
lee payable by Associate and Follow Members becomes: 
due on 1st April in each year. It is now proposed to pro- 
vide for a time-limit of six months within which, the 
year’s membership fee should be paid, Hence the pro- 
posed addition ot sub-regulation (7). 

Regulation 111 as it exists today is to the effect that 
a Cost Accountant in practice shall not engage himself 
in any business or occupation other than the profession 
of accountancy unless it is permitted, by a General or 
Specific Resolution of the Council. Clause (lf» of 
Part I of the First Schedule to the Cost and Works 
Accountants Act states that a Cost Accountant in practice 
shall be deemed to be guilty of professional misconduct 
if he engages in any business or occupation other than 
the profession of cost accountant unless permitted by the 
Council so to engage. In order to bring the wordings of 
the Regulation 111 in consonance with the wordings of 
Clause: (10) of Ihc Act, if is proposed to substitute the 
words “the profession of Cost Aceounlant" for the words 
“profession of accountancy”.
